Naturally enough, voters are quite reluctant to grant tax! 
exemptions. But there are instances where such a thing seems 
advisable. Such an instance will come up for deeision of the ; 

It will appear 
on the ballot as proposition No, 8. It provides for exemption 
from taxes of non-profit hospitals 
This community is very much interested in this proposition, 
San Antonio Community hospital coming under that heading. | 
A non-profit hospital is one incorporated under the laws of | 
California as non-profit. all earnings from the institution being 
used for the conduct of same No officers, direetors, trustees, 
ete, receive any dividends, fees or payment for their services. 
The local hospital can certainly qualify as non-profit, as many 
women of the community who work to make supplies and raise 
money for its operation can testify. The tax on this institu- 
tion is between $900 and $1000 per year; not a large sum when 
distributed among a large number of taxpayers, but still quite! 
a help in meeting the deficit wl ecurs each year, as well 
as perhaps being a relief to those who are doing the work 
mentioned above 
The sixty-four non-profit hospitals in California contributed 
ever two and a half million dollars worth of free service im 
the care of the sick in 1929. San Antonio Community hospital | 
contributed its share in this manner, as there are numerous | 
cases taken care of at this institution where no pay is received | 
‘many emergency cases being taken there for first aid before 
help from the city or county can be secured in the regular way

Bank of America To Remain | | 


As Name of Local Branch; 
No Changes Planned 


Consolidation of the resources 
of the Bank of Italy and the 
Bank of America, will result 
in so outward changes in the 
local branch of the Bank of 
America, officials of the bank 
here said today. Yhe merger is 
to become effective Nov. 3. 

With the merger, the name 
“Bank of Italy’ will come to an 
end and the chain of banks 
throughout the state will be 
known as the “Bank of America 
National Trust and Savings as- 
sociation.” The local 
however, will continue to be 
known as the “Bank of America.” 

The merged bank, with its af- 


filliates, will have 436 branches 
in 289 cities. Combined resources 
of the two institutions will be 
approximately one billion three 


hundred and fifty million dollars. 

The merger plan involved three 
major issues—the consolidation of 
the branches of both banks in 
the territory that 
occupy, the incorporation of the 
affiliate bank to _ include 
branches outside and 
branches within that joint terri- 
tory, and the reassignment of 
perzonnel to care for the work 
of both the national and the 
state bank.
